Response to Amendment 

1 . The amendments to the Specification, Drawings, and Abstract dated July 1 8, 
2008 are approved. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-10 and 19-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to disclose or suggest the limitations a solid-state imaging device 
comprising 

• an off transition time of a voltage waveform on the drain line when driven by the 
drain drive buffer, is five times or greater and ten thousand times or smaller relative 
to an off transition time on any of the signals applied to the reset line when driven by 
the reset drive buffer and the transfer line when driven by the transfer driven buffer in 
combination with other claimed limitations as recited in Claim 1 . 

• The prior art also fails to disclose or suggest similar limitations relating to the off 
transition time disclosed in the independent claims 19, 20, 22, and 24.
